There is only one potent way to com- 


fent comparison of the present with the 
past will demonstrate that the world is 
progressing awny from the old regime 
of ecoleslasticism and churchly superior- 
ity of authority. 

This fact is plainly shown in the recent 
events In the affairs of the Catholic 
church here la the Unitel States. 

To go back: During the Middle Ages 
the Pope was the most powerful poten- 
tate In Europe, above princes, kings 
and emperors; and his legates were sent 
whither ho pleased, to put down or set 
Up, as the ends of the church or hlar- 
archy soemed to require, that end 
being, above all else, the subordination 
of civil to ecclesiastical authority. To- 
day, though the old memories of the 
church are not forgotten, nor her old 
sims renounced, the church finds her- 
self confronted with new conditions and 
surroundings; now: foes have arisen, 
more powerfnl than kings and emperors; 
more dificult to contend with and over- 
come—in fact, they are unconquerable, 

In all countries, the most Catholic as 
well as the others, there is and from 
the former ages has been growlug a 
spirit of liberty that more and more 
tends to «free minds from the thraldom 
of clerical dictation in matters of olvil 
import—and this tends to loosen the 
hold of the church even in matters of 
religion. 

There are to-day two immediately 
potent factors constantly tending to un- 
dermine and destroy Romanism— 
namely, Protestantism, and liberalism 
or secularism, for these may be counted 
as synonymous. 

Now, as between themselves, the dif- 
ferent sects, Greek, Romish and Prot- 


estant, are each maintaining their 
proportionate numbers and relative 
Strength. 


As between the Catholic and the 
Protestant branch of Christendom— 
each is holding its own. 

By virtue of its superiority in num- 
bers throughout the world Rome outlaps 
Protestantism, to the verge of danger to 
the latter. 

But there is a new danger to Roman- 
ism, more potent and more difilcult to 
meet than the piebald Protestantism of 
the world—and that new factor is secu- 
lariem. 

Secularism is indifferent to religion, 
that is in the churchiy phrase—if people 
are religious,secularism Is indifferent to 
that fact; it is to religious sectarianism 
when used as an enemy to secular insti- 
tutions, civil liberty, and freedom of 
speech and thought, that secularism is 
the irreconcilable foe. It wants no 
church—Catholic, Greek, Protestant, or 
any other, to inject itself into secular 
aflairs and undertake to run civil and 
political matters to the end and aim of 
Strengthening or sustaining any religion 
orchurch whatsoever. No church shall 
dominate in matters of eclence, and de- 
clare what is or is not true in astron- 
Fat in political economy, in ethics, in 
jurisprudence, or in politics, and com- 
mand that this view shall be taught, and 
that shall not. In and within the limits 
of the churchiy area, the church may 
teach such religious tenets as it may 
please, provided it does not please to 
teach what shall trench on the common 
secular field, nor threaten to endanger 
the secular institutions of the great 
commonalty. 

The secular idea is in full accord with 
Spiritualism, so far as it goes. Spiritu- 
alism by many is regarded as a religion 
accepting in full the secular idea. They

A mass-mecting, lightly attended, 
was held at the Firat Methodist church 
jn this city, on the 15th inst., to protest 
against the opening of the World's Fair 
on Sunday. Among the elght resolu- 
tions adopted giving reasons for the 
closing, we find the following: 

“It would ba a violation of the law of 
God, which is supreme and the founda- 
tion of all civil government, and as such, 
it ought to be respected and obeyed by 
our legislators, as they must give ac- 
count. 

When, where, and under what cir- 
cumstances, did God ordain a law ra- 
lating to the Christian Sunday? Taking 
the Holy Scriptures to be all the 
churches clalm, there is not one word 
or intimation in favor of Sunday as a 
sacred day, or even a day o! rest. It la 
a fraud toso allege, an imposition on 
the public which ought to be zeverely 
rebuked. 

We owe our Sunday to an edictof the 
pagan emperor Constantine, before he 
embraced Christianity. It was dedi- 
cated by him to the sun, not to Jesus. 
Its name was not Apollo's day, the 
Lord's day, or anything of the sort, but 
in Latin was dic Solis, that is, the day of 
the sun.

If the great law-giver hated the Jews, 
thelr Sabbaths, incense, prayere and 
assemblies, how much more must he 
hate those who try to palm off some 
other day upon the people as his holy 
Sabbath?
